He told an overflow, flag- 
waving audience at a G.O.P. 
$100-a-plate fund-raising dinner 
at Hotel Jefferson that the Eis- 
enhower Administration has 
earned a vote of confidence 
because it has ended wars, halt-

ed inflation and restored integ- 
rity in the Government. 
‘Discredited’ Policies. 

Repeating an argument he 
Has been stressing in his cam- 
paign tour, the youthful Vice 
President declared a Republican 
defeat in the forthcoming con- 
gressional elections will mean 
a return to the “discredited” 
policies of the Truman Admin- 
istration. 

Nixon pleased his partisan au- 
dience by pounding the former 
Democratic Administration, 
much in the same way Demo- 
cratic orators used to denounce 
the “dark days” of the Repub- 
lican Hoover Administration. 

He drew his biggest cheers 
when he raised the 1952 cam- 
paign charges of Communism 
and corruption in government, 
and Democratic blunders in the 
handling of the Korean war. 

“The Truman-Acheson policies 
got us into wars,” Nixon de- 
clared. “The Eisenhower-Dulles 
policy got us out of war. 

Cites Losses to Communists. 

“During the seven years of 
Truman-Acheson foreign policy 
more than 600,000,000 people 
were lost to the Communists 
without the killing of a single 
Russian soldier. 

“After 20 months of the Ei- 
senhower Administration, the 
wars in Korea and Indochina 
have ended. And for the first 
timé in 12 years the world we 
live in is at peace.” 

Nixon, wearing a dark blue 
suit, white shirt and light blue 
tie, spoke rapidly, a habit of 
political speechmakers who are 
trying to squeeze all they have 
to say into the allotted time 
when their talk is being tele- 
vised. The Vice President's 
speech was carried on a half- 
hour program by television sta- 
tion KWK-TV. 

The introduction of Nixon as 
the televised program began was 
followed by several minutes of 
cheering by his listeners, who 
waved small flags which had 
been placed at their tables in 
the hotel’s bunting - decorated 
Gold Room. 

Behind the speaker’s stand, 
from which the Vice President 
spoke, were large pictures of 
Mr. Eisenhower and Nixon. A 
sign between the pictures said: 
„They're For You.” 

Affair Regarded as Success. 

The fund-raising affair was re- 
garded by its St. Louis Repub- 
lican sponsors as a success. A. 
D. (Bud) Welsh, Republican Na- 
tional Committeeman for Mis- 
souri, said more than 900 per- 
sons attended the dinner, and 
he estimated that the Republi- 
can campaign coffers were en- 
riched by $75,006 to $80,000. 

Citing reasons why the Repub- 
licans should control the next 
Congress. Nixon said that when 
the G.O.P. took over in 1953 the 
federal budget and taxes were 
at record highs and prices were 
going steadily up.

Party Fight May Give Stevenson 
Cut-Rate Audience at Dinner 


Printing of Programs 
Halted to Insert Pic-

Mitchell Says. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 18 

(AP)—Democrats maintained a 
nationally optimistic attitude 
today despite a bitter intraparty 
battle which threatened to pre- 
sent Adlai E. Stevenson a cut- 
price audience tonight for a 
congressional campaign kick-off 
address. 
Stevenson, scheduled for an 
appearance at a luncheon of In- 
diana editors and a major 
speech tonight, had little ad- 
vance notice of what appeared 
to be a quarrel between his sup- 
porters and the Democratic or- 
ganization regulars for control 
of the party machinery. 

This conflict had progressed 
to the point where Stephen A. 
Mitchell, national chairman, told 
a reporter his organization had 
been forced to halt the printing 
of tonight’s program, - yee, 
Stevenson as the principa 


speaker, to insert a picture of 


former President Truman. 
Stevenson, former Illinois 
Governor, was the party’s 1952 
presidential nominee. His pic- 
ture already was in the program. 


Ticket Sale Failure Reported. 

Frank McKinney, former na- 
tional chairman, said in a sep- 
arate interview that the Mitchell 
organization, which controls the 
national committee, had failed 
to sell the 1000 seats at a $100- 
a-plate dinner which the party 
hoped to chalk up in a drive to 
relieve what Mitchell has said 
is a financial pinch for Demo- 
cratic candidates all over the 
nation. 

McKinney, who once was Tru- 
man’s national chairman, said 
that tickets for tonight’s Ste- 
venson dinner address are being 
hawked without too many takers 
at $7.50 each. He said he and 
banker friends had supplied 
most of the $100 contributions 
that had been registered. 

Mitchell said he had no doubt 
that “a former official’ of the 
committee was attempting to 
make him and Paul M. Butler, 
Indiana National committeeman 
and South Bend attorney who 
may be in line to succeed 
Mitchell as national chairman, 
look bad on Stevenson’s appear- 
ance here. 

The contrast which Mitchell 
said his critics hoped to draw 
was with the sell-out audience 
which greeted Truman here at 
a testimonial dinner for McKin- 
ney last Oct. 10. Truman stayed 
at McKinney’s home and had 
many kind words to say about 
the former chairman, who is an 
Indianapolis banker, 

Mitchell said he thinks the 
blocking of the attempt to keep 
Truman’s picture out of tonight’s 
printed program also was in- 
tended to emphasize the con- 
trast. 

Stevenson’s Comments. 

When Stevenson arrived at 
the airport, he said the country 
not ‘only needs a Democratic 
Congress but “we are going to 
have one.” 

Stevenson said he knew noth- 
ing about the cut-rate dinner 
ticket situation. He turned off 
questions about it with the quip: 
“I’m delighted that after 20 
months of the Republicans, any 
of us Democrats can afford to 
pay 3100.“ 3 

Stevenson was asked if he 
approved of former President 
Truman’s assertion that Presi- 


dent Eisenhower needs a Demo-

Kribs, president of the motor 
company, who said an audit had 
revealed an apparent shortage 
of $25,801 in the company’s ac- 


ts during tl from 
Maren, 1982, to 
Price who lives at 6926 Arthur 
avenue, was employed by the 
company in this period. 

On advice of counsel, Price 
declined to discuss the charges 
with police. He did, however, 
identify a photostatic copy of a 
statement he gave the company 
last Jaunary in which he ad- 
mitted converting $1000 in com- 
pany funds to his own use. 

In a report to the company 
on his audit, Ernest E. Rowold, 
a certified public accountant, 
said the shortages developed in 
a number of ways. He reported 
finding shortages in bank de- 
posits and in insurance premi- 
ums received by the firm, illegal 
conversion of payroll checks, 
overstatements of parts inven- 
tories and irregularities in the 
petty cash account. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Richard Dempsey, who issued 
the warrant on application by 
police, said the matter would be 
presented to the grand jury.

EDUCATORS URGE 


"CHARTER VOTE 
10F OWN DESTINY 


St. Louis Should Have 
Right to Decide on 
Tax, Hickey Says — 
Plan Won't Boost 
Levy, Shepley Asserts. 


The people of St. Louis should 
be able to control their own 
destiny, leading educators said 
last night in urging adoption 
of the charter amendment to 
give the city home rule on the 
earnings tax. 

Philip J. Hickey, superintend- 
ent of instruction of the St. 
Louis public schools; the Very 
Rev. Paul C. Reinert, S. J., presi- 
dent of St. Louis University, and 
Ethan A. H. Shepley, chancellor 
of Washington University, took 
part in a panel discussion broad- 
east by Radio Station KMOX. 
“One of the great principles 
of American education is the 
fostering of good citizenship,” 
Hickey stated. We work to get 
out the vote in elections on civic 
issues. In this case we feel 
strongly that the city should 
have the right to decide whether 
it should tax earnings.” 

If 60 per cent of those voting 
in the special election on Sept. 
30 approve the proposed charter 
amendment, St. Louis no longer 
will have to obtain special per- 
mission from the State Legis- 
lature to levy an earnings tax 
in order to balance its budget. 

Control of Destiny Urged. 
“This issue goes to the heart 
of our principle of government,” 
Shepley asserted. The people 
most immediately affected 
should be able to control their 
own destiny. State legislators 
are not directly accountable to 
the citizens of St. Louis, but 
members of the Board of Alder- 
men are. 

“The charter amendment 
would give the aldermen author- 
ity to tax earnings. In principle, 
the people should insist on hav- 
ing the right to make this de- 
cision for themselves through 
their elected representatives in 
the Board of Aldermen.” 

Shepley emphasized that a 
gon 1 — ng olga amendment 
8 not @ e for any additional 
tax: the. city has 
earnings since 1948. The 
amendment would prevent any 
increase in the tax by limiting 
the rate to one-half of 1 per 
cent, the rate now in force. 

“The danger is that so many 
people are for the charter 
amendment voters may be 
tempted to stay home and not 
bother to go to the polls,“ Shep- 
ley said. b 


Warning by Father Reinert. 
Father Reinert expressed con- 
cern over curtailment of public 
services that might be necessi- 
tated if the city lost the §$8,- 
000,000 in annual revenue pro- 
duced by the earnings tax. City 
officials have warned that play- 
grounds and swimming pools 
would have to be closed and 
other drastic economies would 
have to be made. 

“Prevention of juvenile de- 
linguency is a growing and 
pressing problem,” Father Rein- 
ert said. With the earnings tax, 
the city is able to provide funds 
for recreational facilities im- 
portant to the guidance of ju- 
veniles. Citizens should be con- 
cerned about the effect on youth 
ere if the city’s recreational 
program had to be abandoned 
or curtailed,” 

The issue boils down to a 
question of getting home rule 
on a purely local matter, said 
Richard G. Baumhoff, of the 
administrative staff of the Post- 
Dispatch, who served as moder- 
ator of the radio panel. 

Latest organization to indorse 
the charter amendment is the 
Urban League of St. Louis, Com- 
munity Chest social welfare 
agency working to improve liv- 
ing standards of Negroes. The 
league board of directors 
adopted a resolution supporting 
home rule on the earnings tax. 

Support of School Group. 

The employes’ contact com- 
mittee of the Board of Educa- 
tion, representing 5500 public 
school workers in St. Louis, has 
pledged its support for the char- 
ter amendment. 

A committee to work against 
the home rple measure was or- 
ganized yesterday at a meeting 
attended by representatives. of 
17 labor unions. Lloyd Weber, 
business representative of Dis- 
trict 9, AFL Machinists’ Union, 
was elected chairman. 

This-move was countered by 
the labor subcommittee of the 
Citizens’ Committee for Home 
Rule on the Earnings Tax.

It has been said that the Dalai 

Lama, chosen while still a boy 
of 5 to become the nation’s fu- 
ture ruler, and who was only 
15 years old when the Reds in- 
vaded his country, stood firm 
against the Communists until his 
own monastery-palace was occu- 
pied. 
The Panchen Lama, who is 
only 17, has been reported pro- 
Communist. He relieved the 
Dalai Lama of his duties as tem- 
poral ruler of Tibet after the 
Communist conquest.

REPORT CZECHS 
CAPTURED ARENT 


Says Lieutenant Was in 


Civilian Clothes, Not 
on Way on Espionage 
Mission. 


MARKTREDWITZ, Germany, 
Sept. 18 (AP)—Bavarian border 
police said today they belleve 
one of two United States Army 
men captured yesterday by 
Czech frontier guards was an 
officer in civilian clothes on his 
way behind the Iron Curtain 
on an espionage mission. The 
Army said it was not so. 

“The soldier in question was 
a lieutenant,” a United States 
Army spokesman at Heidelberg 
said. He was in civilian clothes. 
He was not on way to Crecho- 
slovakia and he did not carry 
forged credentials. The lieuten- 
ant was in civilian clothes be- 
cause as an interrogation of- 
ficer he must interview German 
civilians on this side of the 
border. His duties are not covert. 
He is well known along the 
border.” 


Bavarian border police said 
earlier that according to their 
own reports: (1) The two Amer- 
icans were captured inside 
Czechoslovakia, (2) one was a 
lieutenant in civilian clothes en 
route to Czechoslovakia on an 
espionage mission and (3) he 
was carrying forged credentials. 
The two Americans were pre- 
sumably apprehended” by Czech 
border guards while on a rou- 
tine patrol, the Army said last 
night in announcing the inci- 
dent. It said a third member 
of the patrol, who was some dis- 
tance away at the time, reported 
that his two companions were 
“taken by surprise by the Czech 
guards who came upon them 
from the rear.” 

The names of the three Amer- 
icans—two of them uniformed 
enlisted men—were withheld 
pending completion of the 
Army’s investigation. 

This was the third German 
border incident in nine days. 
A Communist East German 
border patrol fired on American 
troops on Sept. 9 and four days 
later a Czech border patrol did 


*ithe same thing. No one was in- 


jured. All three incidents took 
place in the general area of 
Hof. 

The Army announcement said 
the two captured were reported 
to have been “well inside the 
United Statés zone border” 
when they were picked up. 
Bavarian police here said they 
understood the two Americans, 
both equipped with bnioculars, 
were “on Czech soil” at the time 
they were taken into custody. 
The German police said that 
they were informed by Czech 
frontier officials that the two 
Americans were in custody and 
that their case would be taken 
up with the United States Em- 
bassy in Prague. 7 
The duty officer at the Ameri- 
can Embassy in Prague told the 
Associated Press by telephone 
today that “we have not yet 
been officially informed of the 
case. 

“We did hear an American 
newscast of the incident but 
that is all we know.”

Grand Jury to Resume 
Inquiry Into Vote Ir- 
regularities Next 
Tuesday. 


The circuit court grand jury 
will open ballot boxes used in 
three precincts in the Aug. 3 
primary election when it re- 
sumes its investigation of vote 


irregularities next Tuesday, Cir- 
cuit Attorney Edward L. Dowd 
said today. 

The boxes were ordered 
opened yesterday by Circuit 
Judge James F. Nangle at 
Dowd’s request. They were taken 
to the grand jury room in Muni- 
cipal Courts Building by William 
E. Buder, secretary of the Board 
of Election Commissioners, and 
board employes in response to 
a subpena duces tecum ordered 
issued by Judge Nangle. 

When the jury recessed its 
inquiry without having opened 
the boxes, they were returned to 
the vault in the election office 
for safe-keeping until Tuesday. 
The boxes are those from Pre- 
einets 8 and 11 in Ward 7 and 
Precinct 21 in Ward 4. 

These precincts were among 
those that gave lopsided majori- 
ties to candidates backed by the 
Democratic machine in the 
primary. In a subsequent in- 
quiry, the Election Board fired 
the 18 officials who served in 
the three precincts. 

Shortly after the judge’s or- 
der was issued, Donald J. Sher, 
an attorney, appeared to chal- 
lenge the validity of the statute 
under which the court acted. 

Sher said he represented 
Julius H. Brooks, 4340 Labadie 
avenue, a registered voter in 
Precinct 21 of Ward 4, who ob- 
jected that opening of the boxes 
violated secrecy of the ballot. 

Sher sought unsuccessfully to 
get Judge Nangle to suspend his 
order to give the attorney time 
to seek a writ of prohibition 
from the Missouri Supreme 
Court. 

In its inquiry into vote irreg- 
ularities, the Election Board 
found that Democratic and Re- 
publican judges and clerks in 
the three precincts divided the 
primary ballots into piles and 
counted them. Regulations re- 
quire that ballots be counted in 
a single group, with all precinct 
officials participating. 

The Election Board also heard 
testimony by voters who said 
they cast ballots for candidates 
listed on official returns as hav- 
ing received no votes. The wit- 
nesses included three voters in 
Precinct 21, Ward 4; five in 
Precinct 11 and three in Pre- 
cinct 8 of Ward 7.

UNEMPLOYMENT 
PAYMENTS DECLINE 
FIFTH WEEK IN ROW 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP) 
— Joblessness among workers 
insured for unemployment com- 
pensation declined during the 
week ended Sept. 4 for the fifth 
straight week to a 1954 low. 
The Labor Department’s Bu- 
reau of Employment Security 
said the total drop by 51,700 to 
1,606,300 with about three 
fourths of the states reporting 
unemployment declines due to 
scattered recalls to work in the 
textile, apparel, food process- 
ing and machinery industries. 
The fact that some workers 
have exhausted all the benefits 
to which they were entitled 
though still unemployed served 
to reduce the figures too, the 
bureau said. 

Initial claims for unemploy- 
ment compensation declined by 
19,600 to 248,800 during the 
week ended Sept. 11 with 41 
states reporting declines, ‘the 
largest being in California, Ohio 
and Pennsylvania. 

A short reporting week, due to 
closing local employment offices 
on Labor day, helped to reduce 
the load in some states.

REPORT LIKELY 


Johnson Thinks Senate

The ‘Comics’ Clean House 

With the F.B.I, reporting a 7.9 per cent rise in 
crimes committed by youngsters under 18—com- 
pared with a 14 per cent drop in Great Britain 
during the same 12 months — comic“ book pub- 
lishers are beginning to see the light. They are 
beginning to clean house. 

It would be unfair to blame each and every 
shocking’ juvenile offense on these shudder- 


Starting picture-books, Certain television and 


radio programs are hardly wholesome entertain- 
ment for the young—or the old. Hollywood has 
sometimes stooped low ‘for a quick dollar. And 
there is more parental irresponsibility than ever. 
Yet all over the country; most of the blame has 
been attached to the comics.“ 

When she was recently elected president of the 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, Mrs. Theodore 
Chapman of Jerseyville, III., said that she would 
devote her term in office to a crusade against 
these corrupting publications. The congressional 
committee investigating juvenile delinquency— 
of which Missouri’s Senator Hennings has been 
an active member—also. denounced them. Mar- 
garet Culkin Banning was only one of the earlier 
mobilizers of the campaign of the women’s maga- 
zines. And many local groups—sometimes acting 
unwisely through the police—are in arms. 

So the Comics Magazine Association, which 
represents about 75 per cent of the publishers, 
has drawn up a “code of ethics” and hired a 
“czar.” He is former New York Magistrate 
Charles F. Murphy, long active in youth better- 
ment work. 

He can do much to end this scandal if given 
real authority. That he will have such power is 
suggested by announcements from two publishers 
that they are already dropping their objection- 
able. magazines even though Mr. Murphy is not 
assuming his duties until Oct. 1. 

It is to be hdped that this plan of self-disci- 
pline will succeed. Failure would surely lead to 
even more drastic police censorship than has 
deen attempted so far. The undesirable aspects 
of such surveillance are all too obvious. Ameri- 
cans are allergie to precedents for a perhaps 
ever-widening public authority over publications. 
But many are willing to take a chance on such 
a possibility for an immediate clean-up of filth. 

Since it would be a paradoxical mockery to 
defend these “comics” under the First Amend- 
ment, their publishers actually have an obliga- 
tion not only to themselves but also to every 
form and branch of publishing.

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British Stubbornness and Cyprus 

The Mediterranean’s ancient little island of 
Cyprus, over which Greeks, Phoenicians, Per- 
sians and Egyptians fought many centuries ago, 
has become a serious problem for the troubled 
world of today. The British, who have held it as 
a Crown colony since World War I, declare they 
must retain the island in order to convert it 
into their main military base in the Near East. 
But 80 per cent of the 500,000 inhabitants are 
Greeks and they have shown by plebiscite that 
they want “enosis” or reunion with Greece. The 
Greek government backed them and last month 
asked the United Nations to intervene in the 
dispute. 

The island, 3572 miles square, lies in the 
northeastern corner of the Mediterranean about 
50 miles south of Turkey and 75 west of Syria. 
It is strategically located and the British say 
they need it to take the place of the Suez which 
they are about to evacuate. But, since the British

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False Economy on a Weather Ship 
False economy has come home to roost, The 


removal of a weather-reporting ship that lay in 


the path of hurricane Carol undoubtedly led to 
delay in charting and reporting the course of 
the storm. The budget paring that led to this 
dates back to last October. The State Depart- 
ment, without warning, then announced it was 
abandoning the 7-year-old North Atlantic chain 
of 10 weather-reporting ship stations which had 
been of great assistance to ocean and air traffic 
and had filled a big gap in tie international me- 
teorological 

The Air Line Pilots Association, a union made 
up of the pilots of all scheduled United States 
airlines and including those who fly the Atlantic, 
protested sharply against any cut in the weather 
ship program. A group of scientists in the De- 
partment of Meteorology, New York University, 
wrote a letter of protest which was printed in the 
Post-Dispatch. It contained this paragraph: 


The most distressing aspect of the Gov- 
ernment’s decision is the completeness of 
our withdrawal from the weather chain. 
Even ship station H, which lies off the 
coast of the United States and which is used 
by meteorologists for forecasting the move- 
ment of storms and hurricanes which might 
affect the east coast of the United States, is 
to be withdrawn. 4 


The Post-Dispatch objected in three editorials 
to the proposed withdrawing of the United States 
from the weather ship network. It pointed out 
that withdrawal of the United States would 
wreck the network, result in false economy and 
endanger lives. Late in December the State De- 
partment reversed itself. It got the 14 other na- 
tions participating in the network to shoulder 
more of the cost but it did eliminate station H. 
Elimination of station H would save $1,000,000 
annually, it was estimated. ‘ 

Eventually hurricane Carol came. After it had 
wrought its great damage, Herbert Riehl, asso- 
ciate professor of meteorology at the University 
of Chicago, said in a letter to The New York 
Times: 


This ship was vital not only for hurricane 
warnings but also for the prediction of se- 
vere winter storms such as that of last No- 
vember. We might ask for how many years 
the cost of maintaining the ship would have 
been paid just from savings resulting from 
earlier warnings during hurricane Carol. 


This sad example of the false economy in- 
volved in cutting off just one of the 10 weather- 
ship stations proves that the State Department’s 
original plan to drop all was a piece of monstrous 
foolishness. 
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Behind an Illinois Smear 
The Illinois senatorial election is not going to 
turn one way or the other, we suspect, on the 
alleged FHA “scandal” which Senator Dirksen’s 
office dug up against Senator Paul H. Douglas. 
Still, the matter has its interesting aspects, not 
the least of which is that the alleged “scandal” 


turned out to be 100 per cent fiction. 


The story, published in the Copley newspapers 
in Joliet, Springfield and Aurora and handed out 


by Harold Rainville, Senator Dirksen's admin- 


istrative assistant, was that a Chicago real estate 
man who is supporting Senator Douglas’s re- 
election had received $1,650,000 “windfall” profit 
on an FHA-insured apartment building. 

No less an authority than Senator Homer E. 
Capehart, Republican, who presides over the 
FHA “windfall” investigation, has assured the 
people of Illinois that no “windfall” profit what- 
ever was involved in this case, and that Senator 
Douglas had nothing to do with it anyway. This 
was one FHA loan, in fact, where the amount 
borrowed under FHA guarantee did not exceed 
the construction costs, and where the sponsors 
put up nearly a million dollars of their own. 

How could such a totally false smear of a rep- 
utable business man and of Senator Douglas get 
started? That is the most interesting part of the 
story. The primary source turns out to have 
been James C. Moreland, district FHA director 
in Chicago by patronage of Senator Dirksen, 
who scribbled off a note to the Senator which 
became the unverified basis for the unverifiable 
smear. 

Two inferences emerge: (1) that the FHA dis- 
trict director in ago either does not know, or 
is willing to disregard, the truth about a major 
Chicago FHA project;and (2) that Mr. More- 
land, who until July 1953 was a Republican ward 
committeeman in Chicago, has been playing 
politics in his job, which is supposed to be pro- 
tected by the Hatch Act against politics-playing. 
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Managing the Schools 


Few serious objections are likely to be raised 
against School Board President Ehrhardt’s pro- 
posed rearrangement of the board’s committees. 
Business would continue to be channeled to the 
board through committee—bit by one sach 
group instead of three. 

True, the 12-member board may find it some- 
what unwieldy sitting as a Committee of the 
Whole to consider business originating in the 
system’s four autonomous departments—instruc- 
tion, building, finance and auditing. But this 
ought to be more than balanced by the gains. 

For one thing, the opportunity would be cre- 
ated for all members to be easily informed of 
the workings of all departments. This is not now 
the case. For another, the plan may tend to cut 
the power some members have exercised over 
certain departments by Virtue of their places on 
committees’ supervising the work of those 
departments. 

But the most important change that can be 
made in the structure of the board itself falls 
solely within the province of the Missouri Legis- 
lature. That would be to reduce the number of 
board members from 12 to perhaps five—or 


seven, at the most—and specify that they be ap- . 


pointed by the Mayor. A small policy-making 
group of high quality is clearly preferable to a 
large body of lesser distinction. 

The Legislature can make an even greater con- 
tribution by permitting a reorganization of the 
school system at the operating level. That would 
be to place responsibility for management of all 
departments in the hands of one executive 
who would be responsible to the board. This is 
the so-called unit control plan that the spoilsmen 
have. succeeded in killing each, time it has been 
offered at Jefferson City. 

A small, appointed board supervising and set- 
ting policy for a system operated under direction 
of a single manager, could give St. Louis a school 
system second to none in the country, and that 
after all is what the people really want. Every 
effort should be made next year to pry it out 
of the Legislature.

How Expressways Affect Values 


Texas study surprisingly shows that property immediately ad- 
jacent to Gulf Freeway gained most in value, 24 times as much 
as land only indirectly accessible; new federal highway law 
stresses aid to cities; action urged to save central business areas. 


David R. Levin of the United States Bureau of Public Roads 
in American Highways 


There are some who would write off 
the central business sections of our 
cities as vestigial in the motor vehicle 
era. Such an appraisal seems to ignore 
economic realities. 

Central business areas were estab- 
lished because they offered economic 
efficiencies and social and cultural ad- 
vantages characteristic of a nucleated 
community. With a proper design, and 
a restoration of its accessible character- 
istics, the area can continue to function 
effectively for a long time to come. 


Accessibility, as I refer to it here, 
concerns the capacity of a motorist or 
shopper to travel downtown with a 
minimum “friction of space” as some 
students of the problem identify the 
ability to travel safely, conveniently, 
and at reasonable cost. 

Accessibility also includes the avail- 
ability of parking accommodations, ap- 
propriately priced and within reason- 
able walking distance of the major 
generators of parking demand. 


While there may be other factors 
present which may complicate an easy 
solution to the difficulties confronting 
the central areas of cities, improvement 
in the accessibility characteristics of 
those central areas cannot but improve 
substantially the city’s present plight. 

It is incumbent. upon entrepreneurs, 
municipal officials and others interested 
in preserving the urban areas as we 


now know them that effective action be 


taken with respect to the timely provi- 
sion of highway and terminal facilities 
of modern design. 

Some assistance in this direction is 
now available. In the Federal-Aid High- 
way Act of 1954, emphasis on urban 
transportation is unprecedented. 

The sum of $175,000,000 for each of 
fiscal years 1956 and 1957 is specifically 
eafmarked for projects on the federal- 
aid primary highway system in urban 
areas, atid for projects on approved ex- 
tensions of the federal-aid secondary 
system within urban areas. 

Additionally, portions of $315,000,000 
authorized for each of fiscal years 1956 
and 1957 for projects on the Federal- 
aid primary highway stem can be spent 
in cities. Also, portions of $175,000,000 
authorized for each of the two fiscal 
years for the National System of Inter- 
state Highways will be eligible for ex- 
penditure in urban areas. While the ex- 


pressways program in urban areas thus 
is gaining momentum, there are still 
some people who are seeking to learn 
precisely what economic impact such 
facilities of modern design will have 
upon urban land values and its land-use 
pattern. 


In an attempt to document and evalu- 
ate such effects, the Texas State High- 
way Department, with the co-operation 
of the Bureau of Public Roads, under- 
took to analyze approximately 2300 bona 
fide sales of real estate which took 
place along the Gulf Freeway and also 
in sections of the city completely re- 
moved from its influence. 


All sales for the areas studied in 
each of three periods—1939 to 1941, 
1945 to 1946, and 1949 to 1951—were 
included. The mechanics of analysis 
were consistent with sound technique. 


The results of this study will amaze 
you: The percentage gain in market 
values in the primary areas immediate- 
ly adjacent to the Gulf Freeway (where 
land increased from $0.65 to $1.44 per 
square foot) was more than 24 times 
as great as in the areas only indirectly 
accessible to the freeway (where land 
increased from $0.57 to $0.60 per square 
foot). It was approximately five times as 
great as in the areas completely re- 
moved from the expressway (where 
land increased from $0.98 to $1.23 per 
square foot). 


The percentage gain in market values 
in the secondary areas, close to the free- 
way but not right next to it (where land 
increased from $0.89 to $1.58 per square 
foot), was more than 15 times as great 
as the areas only indirectly accessible 
to the freeway (where land increased 
from $0.57 to $0.60 per square foot). It 
was three times as great as the regions 
completely removed from the express- 
way (where land increased from $0.98 
to $1.23 per square foot). 


Incidentally, a top official of the 
Texas State Highway Department has 
recently asserted that if the properties 
within the zone of influence of the Gulf 
Freeway were placed on the tax rolls 
of the City of Houston on the basis of 
their increased value, the increase in 
revenue to the city would be sufficient 
to reimburse the city for its right-of- 
way contribution of $3,500,000 in a 
period of only seven years.

SALAZAR IN PORTUGAL: AN INTIMATE POR- 
TRAIT, by Christine Garnier. (Farrar, Straus & 
Young, pgs., $3.)

Near the middle of her book, “Sal- 
azar in Portugal: An Intimate Portrait,” 
Christine Garnier explains that the de- 
cision to write it was the result of a 
conversation with a Paris taxi driver. 
The cabman complained of his inability 
to understand current politics and laid 
his failure largely to lack of information 
regarding the private lives of states- 
men, If only, he said, more could be 
known of their habits and pastimes a 
proper understanding of world events 
would be easier. Miss Garnier repeated 
these remarks to her publisher, who 
agreed that the driver had a point and 
sent the young French writer to Por- 
tugal to inaugurate a series of political 
portraits with one of Antonio de 
Oliveira Salazar. 

The book consists of 18 brief chap- 
ters, most of them written as dialogues. 
Together they amount to a biography, 

l although not a very 
factual one as the 
principal emphasis 
is placed on the 
statesman’s thought 
and character. The 
portrait is that of 
a man consistent 
since boyhood in 
idea and purpose, 
conservative yet pos- 
sessing some liber- 
al traits, and whol- 
ly indifferent to his 
world’s vanities. He 
has the greatest dis- 
taste for ostenta- 
tion; Miss Garnier 
describes him as looking utterly miser- 
able on the day that protocol eompelled 
him to appear prominently at the inau- 
guration of President Craveiro Lopes. 
He also maintains, with obvious sinceri- 
ty, that he dislikes t@ wield power; the 
author suspects, howgver, this may in- 
volve some self-deception,

For Farmers Meeting 


A Pleasant Drive 
Through Ozark Area 


By Leonard Hall 


E DROVE to Shannon county the other 
day to sit in on a farmers’ meeting at Shan- 
nondale Community House. Our route lay 
west across Highway 32, which follows the 
“height of land” be- 

tween the Mera- 

mec and the Black 

and Current rivers 

to the south, until 

it reaches Salem. 

This road lies 

through the forest 

and we were sur- 

prised to see how 

much color has al- 

ready appeared in 

the autumn woods. 


around the 

of abandoned farmsteads, the sassafrass was 
yellow, while dogwood leaves were turning to 
scarlet. Judging from this, we'd say the autumn 
color will be early this year. Out at. East End, 
we turned aside to exchange greetings with our 
friend Ernest Brand, who runs the store there 
and farms on Cub creek, in addition to serving 
as judge for the western district of our county. 
And then, because we never seem able to re- 
sist the back roads, we took the Forest Service 
trail that runs south from Bixby to. the little 
settlement of Buick, then west again to the 
lumber town of Bunker on Highway 79. These 
forest roads are surprisingly well kept and 
pleasant to drive on a cool morning. 


eR 

MUCH OF THE ROAD lies through an area 
which, in the past, was as badly mistreated as 
land could be. After the original logging, thou- 
sands of acres were cut over a second time for 
charcoaling, with everything taken down to the 
saplings. Then for years the land was grazed 
and burned over annually in an attempt to keep 
the brush down. But as erosion and fire took 
their toll, the grass was destroyed and the 
burning only served to encourage scrub growth. 
Finally this land was taken over as part of the 
Clark National Forest. It was given fire pro- 
tection and some measure of grazing control. 
Gradually as humus built up on the forest floor 
and more water was held on the land, the better 
trees once more found a foothold and native 
grasses and legumes came back to help control 
the scrub. Scarlet oak and pine began to re-seed 
and today much of this forest is on its way 
to ‘usefulness again after 50 years of unpro- 
ductivity. 

. 


AT BUNKER WE TOOK the county road 
which follows for 15 miles down Sinkin creek 
and eventually comes out on Highway 19 just 
south of Shannondale, our destination. 
creek winds down a narrow valley which has 
suffered much from gravel erosion and has, be- 
cause of the nature of its soils, been doubly hard 
hit by the drouth. Yet the creek was running, 
which is more than we can say for our Own 
Saline, and this is probably because of good 
protection on the forested watershed which lies 
above the farm 2 2 


* 

IT WAS PROBLEMS LIKE THIS that were 
being discussed by the hundred or so farmers 
gathered that morning at Shannondale. The 
Community House, which we've written about 
before, is a mission of the Evangelical and Re- 
formed Lutheran Church in St. Louis and has 
done a fine and worthwhile service to a large 
Ozark community. We drove in and were greeted 
by the pastor, Vincent Bucher, and then joined 
the group out under the oak trees. A glance 
around showed many friends and acquaintances 
including Ben Davis and “Rip” Burrows from 
Carter county, Hugh Denny from Blue Spring, 
Gus Bielmann from the Shaw Arboretum in 
Franklin county, Ned Beecher of Kirkwood, Carl 
Noren from the Conservation Commission, a 
good delegation of interested business men and 
the working press from Salem in Dent county, 
forester Kirk from the big Pioneer Forest, Bill 
Colman from Cape Girardeau, T. R. Smith from 
Reynolds county, Chester Spencer from Birch 
Tree, Lewis Baldwin of St. Louis and W. A. 
French, author and editor of the Current Wave 
at Eminence.

ALL OF THESE HAD GATHERED to discuss 
with the folks of Shannondale who live along 
Barren Vork and Sinkin creek and the dry hol- 
lows that run down to Current river, the ways 
in which good land use and water conservation 
might help solve some of their problems and 
build a better community. It ‘seemed to me, as 
the day progressed, that many of our Ozark 
farmers on the less productive soils must have, 
first of all, some emergency help because of 
terribly tough conditions brought on by three 
years of drouth. Their wells and springs are 
dry, so that in the immediate neighborhood sof 
Shannondale, nearly 40 farm families depend 
for water on the well of the Community House. 


8 * 

ALSO EXPLORED at the meeting were the 
possibilities of working co-operatively for better 
soil and water management in both Dent and 
Shannon counties. And here, through ofganiza- 
tions such as the soil districts, the agencies of 
the Department of Agriculture can give much 
help. Ozark farmers are individualists and the 
pattern of ownership in the hill counties is 
scattered, so that such organizations are not 
formed in a day. Yet over in Reynolds county, 
which adjoins Shannon and has almost exactly 
the same problems, a soil district is in success- 
ful operation with nearly 200 co-operators in its 
third year. Good land use never comes with a 
rush but we decided, as we drove home to 
Possum Trot with the setting sun at our backs, 
that it had been given a good boost during our 
day of discussion at Shannondale.

POTATO SALAD WITH JELLIED SAUERKRAUT OFFERS AN IN- 
TERESTING TASTE AND TEXTURE CONTRAST. 


T seems as if it would be dif- 
ficult to surprise a former 
resident of north or central 


Europe with any sauerkraut 


dish, .s0 popular there. This 


was accomplished, however, 


when a mixture of sauerkraut 
and tomato juice was served as 
an appetizer to a group, some 
of the members of which had 
recently arrived from Poland. 
Another novel combination I 


ate recently was a jellied kraut 


and potato salad, about which 


the men particularly seemed te 


be .enthusiastic. Actually, the 
potato salad was used as a base 
for the jellied sauerkraut, and 
this resulted in a good con- 
trast of textures as well as of 
flavors. 

Of course, we use sauerkraut 
in hot form more often and like 
it. particularly well with frank- 
furters, boiled beef or smoked 


tenderloin. Although the canned 


sauerkraut is well cooked,. 
most of us like to cook it an 
hour or so more, perhaps flav- 
ored with bacon or ham fat 
and sometimes combined: with 
apples and a bit of onion. 

Possibly, you will enjoy the 
flavor of caraway seeds as well. 
And, if you happen to have a 
few tablespoons of wine left 
over, it will add a subtle flavor 
that is hard to distinguish but 
delicious. 

Savory Sauerkraut. 

Ingredients: one - fourth cup 
bacon fat or drippings, one No. 
2 can sauerkraut, two table- 
spoons sugar, salt; pepper. 


Add fat to, undrained kraut 
and simmer uncovered over low 
heat for one hour. Add a little 
more water if necessary. Add 
sugar, and salt and pepper to 
taste. Yield: six servings. 

Note: two sliced peeled ap- 
ples and one sliced onion may 
be added 


Two-Toned Kraut and Potato 
\ Salad. 


One No. 2 can sauerkraut, two 
envelopes unflavored gelatine, 
three cups sauerkraut and to- 
mato juice, two tablespoons 
brown ‘sugar, three cups diced, 
cooked potatoes, one-half cup 
chopped sweet mixed pickles, 
three-fourths cup chopped on- 
ions, one-half cup chopped green 
pepper, two tablespoons sweet 


pickle liquid, three-fourths cup 


mayonnaise, salt, pepper. 

Drain sauerkraut, reserving 
liquid. Soften gelatine in one- 
half cup sauerkraut and toma- 
to juice, and stir over hot water 
until dissolved. Add sugar, re- 
maining juice and sauerkraut. 
Mix well and turn into one- 
quart loaf pan. Chill in refrig- 
erator until firm. Combine po- 
tatoes, pickles, onions, green 
pepper, pickle liquid and may- 
onnaise. Season to taste with 
salt and pepper and mix well. 
‘Chill. Shape potato salad into 
a one and one-half inch thick 
oblong: Unmoald kraut salad on 
top of potato salad. Garnish 
with parsley sprigs and radish 
slices, if desired. Yield: four to 
six servings.
